dollars last year will be 
delinquent by 33.S millions this 
year. These figures, he writes, 
were brought out in hearings 
before the Subcommittee of the 
House Committee on Ap- 
propriations on the Urgent 
Supplemental 
Appropriation 


Bill of 1972. 


The point of Mr. Mosetey's 


missive is that because of 
students' disregard of their 
obligations the Congress is 
being asked to come up with an 
additional 20 million dollars of 
the taxpayers' money. 


Obviously these young folks 


are borrowing to get an 
education that will improve 
their lot in life, then having 
obtained a Job they welch on 
repayment of the loan. 


They should be prosecuted for 


the last dollar. This is not a 
cruel and inhuman position. 
Look at it this way: 


The boy or girl who borrows 


money for schooling and 
doesn't pay it back is personally 
damaging the chance of some 
other boy or girl for academic 
advancement. There is only so 
much financing, therefore a 
welcher automatically cuts out 
someone else's chances for a 
loan. 


The Star has a deep interest 


in education. When property 
was "broke" and couldn't pay 
taxes as we came out of the 
1929-33 depression this editor 
advocated a state sales tax and 
it was enacted in 1935. 


For years your editor has 


contributed to the Student Loan 
Fund of the Hope Business ft 
Professional Women's Club, 
and, 
in later years, Star 


Publishing Co. has contributed 
annually to the Arkansas 
Foundation of Associated 
Colleges, which aids the non- 
tax-supported schools of our 
state. 


I recall once asking the girls 


of B. ft P. W. how they were 
faring in collecting on loans 
after students were graduated 
and in a Job. There were only a 
couple of delinquents, and I 
suggested legal proceedings 
against them. 


Borrowing is a two-way 


street, which means there's no 
room for deadbeats. The 
argument I gave B. ft P. W. is 
the same that I am developing 
here. There's only so much 
money in the B. ft P. W. loan 
fund, so any time a borrower 
fails to repay this revolving 
fund he or she automatically 
cuts out some other student who 
needs and deserves a loan. 


What's true of private funds 


is twice true of the taxpayer's 
money. 


A handful of student dead- 


beats could disgust a nation and 
cut off federal loans entirely. 


If they don't want to pay what 


they owe let 'em skip college 
and get a Job.

McGovern kicks off 
major campaign trip

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - 


George McGovern today tacks 
off the first major campaign 
trip in his come-from-behind 
run for the White House, re- 
turning to New Hampshire 
where it all began five months 
ago. 


With a new running-mate fi- 


nally selected and approved, 
the Democratic presidential 
candidate planned a hectic two- 
day swing to Manchester, N.H., 
Hartford, Conn., Providence, 
R.I., and New York City. 


The first stop is the J.F. 


McElwain Co. shoe factory in 
Manchester, a largely symbolic 
appearance for McGovem. He 
says it was his appearance 
there last Feb. 18 during the 
New Hampshire primary cam- 
paign that he first fully appre- 
ciated his appeal to blue-collar 
workers. 


"That's the place where it be- 


came apparent to me that these 
factory workers were sympa- 
thetic," McGovern said in 
Washington Wednesday. "I've 
always seen that as the turn- 
ing-point in the campaign."

And get gas 


HONOLULU (AP) — You can 


get a fill-up of liquid gas and a 
bit of political gas at the same 
time at a service station being 
operated here to raise money 
for Sen. George McGovern's 
presidential campaign. 


The "McGovern Gas and Go" 


station, located at one of the 
city's busiest 
intersections, 


opened Wednesday. 


Dennis Chun, the 
official 


spokesman for the Hawaii for 
McGovern Committee, said his 
group hopes the station will net 
between five and seven cents a 
gallon on the gasoline it sells 
for five to six cents a gallon 
less than nearby stations. 


Chun declined to estimate 


how much money might be 
raised at the station, which his 
group has leased through Sep- 
tember. 


Young McGovern supporters, 


working four-hour shifts with 
no pay, man the pumps with a 
ready supply of McGovern 
bumper stickers, literature and 
buttons avaiable to motorists. 


But on this trip, he said, "in- 


stead of making a speech to 
them I'm going back to listen- 
to ask them what they think the 
next president of the United 
States ought to be concerning 
himself with, what they're wor- 
ried about ...." 


A Harris Survey poll pub- 


lished Wednesday showed 
McGovern trailing President 
Nixon 57 to 34 with 9 per cent 
undecided. 


As McGovern's New England 


trip was being mapped, run- 
ning-mate Sargent Shriver.was 
busy in Washington meeting 
Democratic party officials and 
boning up on McGovern's posi- 
tion on the campaign issues. 


One McGovem aide said that 


everytime McGovern's "issue 


men" 
meet to brief Shriver, 


they keep getting interrupted 
by phone calls and demands 
that Shriver make an appear- 
ance. 


Shriver himself told a tele- 


vision executive Tuesday night 
that he could not appear on a 
network program Wednesday.

Senate passes 
handgun bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A 


ban on the sale of easily con- 
cealable handguns has been 
passed by the Senate and sent 
to an uncertain fate in the 
House. 


The Senate passed the meas- 


ure, 68 to 25, late Wednesday 
after three days of debate and 
overwhelming 
rejection 
of 


stronger gun controls. 


Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind,, the 


bill's chief sponsor, said it 
would "take out of the market- 
place the weapons used most 
frequently by criminals." 


The Senate bill is aimed pri- 


marily at cheap, snub-nosed, 
light-weight handguns of the 
land commonly called "Satur- 
day night specials," but it also 
would bar the sale of other 
higher-quality weapons that are 
easily concealed. 


Bayh said the bill would have 


prevented the legal sale of the 
guns used to assassinate Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy in 1968 and 
to shoot Alabama Gov. George 
C. Wallace three months ago. 


The attempted assassination 


of Wallace during his campaign 
for the Democratic presidential 
nomination spurred Senate ac- 
tion on the measure. 


Bayh estimated the bill would 


ban the sale of about one mil- 


lion of the 2% million pistols 
and revolvers sold each year in 
this country. 


But it would do nothing about 


the millions of handguns now 
privately owned. 


The Senate rejected attempts 


to outlaw private ownership of 
handguns and to require regis- 
tration of all firearms and li- 
censing of gun owners. 


The Senate did adopt amend- 


ments making the murder or 
attempted murder of police- 
men, 
firemen 
and 
prison 


guards on active duty a federal 
crime and providing for prior- 
ity handling in the federal 
courts of criminal trials in- 
volving use or possession of a 
firearm. 


The bill also was amended to 


set an additional separate pen- 
alty for carrying or using a 
firearm in the commission of a 
felony. 


The Senate rejected, 70 to 27, 


an amendment by Sen. Roman 
L. Hruska, R-Neb., to permit 
dealers to sell present stocks of 
the handguns outlawed by the 
legislation. 
It 
would 
have 


allowed continued sales of all 
models until the secretary of 
the Treasury acted to dis- 
approve them. 


In 1968 Congress ordered a 


ban on imports of handguns not 
suitable for sporting purposes 
and the regulations issued by 
the Treasury Department to en- 
force the law would be applied 
to domestic sales by the new 
bill. 


VN forces make 
gains in city; 
KO14 tanks

SAIGON (AP) - South Viet- 


namese forces made their first 
gains in Quang Tri in two 
weeks, clearing the southern 
sector and knocking out 14 
tanks to the southwest of the 
city, but they suffered heavy 
casualties in a major enemy at- 
tack in the central highlands, 
field reports said today. 


A large North Vietnamese 


force heavily shelled a govern- 
ment militia group of about 300 
men in the highlands Wednes- 
day night, 20 miles southwest of 
Pleiku and 15 miles from the 
Cambodian border. 


The militia troops lost radio 


contact with rear headquarters 
and retreated from their defen- 
sive positions, losing 15 men 
killed, 
10 missing and 20 


wounded, field reports said. 
The government troops later 
regrouped. 


There was no firm count on 


enemy casualties but field offi- 
cers estimated as many as 100 
North Vietnamese may have 
been killed by air and artillery 
strikes. 


North Vietnamese forces also 


drove about 100 militiamen 
from a nearby hamlet in a si- 
multaneous but smaller attack. 
Initial reports said two govern- 
ment troops were killed, one 
missing and two wounded. 


On the far northern front, 


only isolated snipers remained 
in the southern sector of Quang 
Tri but a 400-man enemy bat- 
talion held firm in the northern 
half of the city which includes 
the Citadel, field reports said. 


A communique issued 
at 


northern military headquarters 
in Hue said four supply trucks 
were destroyed by South Viet- 
namese 
bombers during a 


three-hour bombing raid six 
miles southwest of the provin- 
cial capital. The raid also 
knocked out the 14 tanks and 
killed 15 enemy, the commu- 
nique said. 


Associated Press photogra- 


pher Koichiro Morita reported 
from Quang Tri that the ma- 
rines advanced to the river that 
forms the southwestern bound- 
ary of the city. It was their 
first progress in two weeks. 


Morita said that marine units 


in both the southern and north- 
ern sectors were receiving 
heavy mortar fire from North 
Vietnamese troops on the oppo- 
site side of the Thach Han Riv- 


One marine unit fought with- 


in 500 yards of the Citadel and 
claimed tailing 61 North Viet- 
namese Wednesday. Five ma- 
rines were reported tailed and 
39 wounded. 


Fighting erupted on all sides 


of the city, and U.S. bombers 


knocked out four North Viet- 
namese tanks on the outskirts, 
field reports said. 


Government spokesmen at 


Hue claimed 273 North Viet- 
namese troops were killed in 
fighting around Quang Tri, on 
the western flanks of Hue near 
an outpost called Checkmate, 
and in the Que Son Valley south 
of Da Nang. Fourteen South 
Vietnamese troops were report- 
ed killed and 95 wounded. 


Three civilians were killed 


and 11 were wounded when four 
artillery rounds hit Hue, the 
Saigon command announced. 


More than 60 U.S. B52 bomb- 


ers pounded North Vietnamese 
positions on both sides of the 
demilitarized zone. 


A U.S. Air Force F4 Phantom 


attacking North Vietnamese 
troop positions about 15 miles 
southwest of Hue was hit by 
automatic 
weapons 
fire 


Wednesday. The two crewmen 
bailed out over the South China 
Sea and a rescue helicopter 
picked them up 15 minutes lat- 
er. 


Low clouds curtailed U.S. 


fighter-bomber strikes against 
North Vietnam Wednesday, the 
U.S. Command said. It reported 
less than 170 missions. 


Several clashes were report- 


ed in the southern sector of 
South Vietnam. 
Communist forces attacked a 


militia outpost just off the Sai- 
gon-Phnom Penh highway 
about 30 miles northwest of Sai- 
gon. The ore-dawn attack killed 
nine militia defenders and 
wounded seven. Enemy losses 
were not known. 


South 
Vietnamese 
in- 


fantrymen reported killing 31 
North Vietnamese troops in a 
two-hour fight near Hill 172 
about two miles east of An Loc, 
60 miles north of Saigon. The 
Saigon troops also recaptured 
four American 105MM how- 
itzers. The only South Vietnam- 
ese losses reported were two 
men wounded. 


Hanoi's Vietnam News Agen- 


cy claimed that Cambodian 
rebels on Monday overran the 
town of Kompong Trabek, 85 
miles west of Saigon and 15 
miles from the border. The 
Communist 
news 
agency 


claimed that three Cambodian 
government battalions were 
badly mauled. 


In Phnom Penh, a govern- 


ment spokesman said Cam- 
bodian forces still held part of 
Kompong Trabek.

BELFAST (AP) — Bombs 


and gunfire rocked the city of 
Armagh, the religious capita] of 
all Ireland, Wednesday night 
after a day of mass protest by 
Northern 
Ireland's 
Roman 


Catholics. 


Two bombs caused extensive 


damage in the center of the 
city, whose 120,000 population is 
half Catholic, and 15 shots were 
fired at troop patrols. There 
were no casualties, although 
one bullet buried itself in a sol- 
dier's flak jacket. 


The violence in the seat of 


Ireland's Protestant and Catho- 
lic archbishops topped a day of 
gunfire and riot across North- 
ern Ireland as Catholics took to 
the streets to mark the first an- 
niversary of the British govern- 


ment's internment-without-trial 
laws. 


Fierce rioting was triggered 


in Belfast by the capture of 
IRA guerrilla leader Martin 
Meehan. A mob of 2,000 youths 
and women hurling fire bombs 
and rocks besieged more than 
500 soldiers in the Ardoyne dis- 
trict, Meehan's stronghold. The 
troops finally drove the mob off 
with rubber bullets. 


The capture of Meehan, one 


of the most hunted IRA mem- 
bers, demonstrated that such 
Catholic strongholds as the Ar- 
doyne ceased to be havens for 
IRA gunmen when the British 
troops opened them up 10 days 
ago. 


It was not known whether 


Meehan, a 26-year-old steve- 


dore, would be put on trial or 
interned. He escaped from in- 
ternment last November. 


The IRA said in a statement 


that Meehan gave himself up to 
avoid bloodshed "by 
those 


thugs in uniform." But the 
army said shots were fired at a 
patrol as it stormed a house in 
which Meehan had taken ref- 
uge. 


Northern Ireland's British ad- 


ministrator, William Whitelaw, 


was reporting to Prime Minis- 
ter Edward Heath and his cabi- 
net in London today on his 
talks with leaders of the Soda! 
Democratic and Labor Party, 
the moderate Catholic party in 
Northern Ireland. 


The feeling in Belfast was 


that Whitelaw would recom- 
mend phasing out internment 
completly within the next few 
weeks. He has released about 
400 of some 700 who were inter- 


, and moderate Catholic 


leaders are demanding that the 
rest be freed. 


Londonderry 
meanwhile 


faced a tense weekend of Prot- 
estant protest despite the can- 
cellation of the annual parade 
Saturday of the Apprentice 
Boys, an organization of mili- 
tant Protestants. The Rev. Ian 
Paisley said he would hold a 
parade anyway, but in the 
Protestant Waterside district.

Army kills 
helicopter; 
toe fancy 


WASHINGTON (AP) — After 


six years and $400 million, the 
Army has killed its trouble-pla- 
gued Cheyenne helicopter pro- 
gram to search anew for a 
cheaper, less-fancy gunship. 


The Army Wednesday noti- 


fied Congress and Lockheed 
Aircraft, builder of the Che- 
yenne, of its decision and an- 
nounced that it will seek new 
bids from industry for "the 
smaller, less-costly aircraft." 


The action followed by eight 


months the death of the Army's 
new dream tank, the MBT70, 
which military planners also 
conceded was too fancy and too 
costly. In that case, Congress 
killed the program. 


"The basic point is we got too 


expensive and too sophisticated 
a machine," an Army spokes- 
man said of the Cheyenne. "We 
can do it for less with a small- 
er machine." 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Ac- 


cording to statements filed with 
the Democratic State Com- 
mittee, Sen. John L. McClellan 
spent $532,607 in his re-election 
bid this year in the Democratic 
primaries. 


McClellan defeated Rep. Da- 


vid Pryor in the June 13 runoff. 
Pryor spent $230,325.69.

Espionage decision 
goes to judge today 


TYNDALL 
AIR FORCE 


BASE, Fla. (AP) - Charges 
that M. Sgt. Walter T. Perkins 
tried to pass vital defense se- 
crets to a Soviet spy in Mexico 
City go to a military judge for 
deliberation today. 


Col. Joseph Peck will consid- 


er a verdict in the espionage 
case against Perkins, a 20-year 
Air Force veteran, at the con- 
clusion of final arguments by 
attorneys. 


Both sides rested their cases 


Wednesday. 


The Air Force introduced tes- 


timony that five documents al- 
legedly stolen by Perkins were 
crucial to protecting the nation 
against air invasion and the de- 
fense presented testimony from 
Perkins' Japanese-born wife 
"Michiko. 


She said through an inter- 


preter that her husband con- 
sumed as much as a fifth of 


scotch whisky a day, often col- 
lapsed on the kitchen floor in a 
stupor and beat their children 
when drunk. 


Perkins, 37, a father of four 


from Palo Verde, Calif., plead- 
ed innocent by reason of tem- 
porary insanity due to acute al- 
coholism. 


Capt. Reinald Werrenrath in, 


the Air Force prosecutor, con- 
ceded Wednesday that Perkins 
was an alcoholic. But he told 
Col. 
Peck that "there is no 


question that he was mentally 
responsible beyond a reason- 
able doubt. 


"He was an expert in in- 


telligence who well realized the 
significance 
of these docu- 


ments," Werrenrath said. 


The Air Force contends Per- 


kins, a noncomissioned officer 
in charge of the intelligence 
unit, was planning to drop the 
documents behind a fence at a 


residential address in Mexico 
City. A crude, hand-drawn map 
was found in Perkins' wallet, 
and a Mexican agent dis- 
patched to the "drop point" on 
the map observed a Soviet in- 
telligence agent pacing back 
and forth and "checking his 
watch," government testimony 
showed. 


The defense has contended 


that 
Perkins 
was 
so in- 


capacitated by alcohol that he 
hoped to swap the documents to 
gain the release of American 
prisoners of war in Vietnam. 


Perkins has been held in the 


base stockade since his arrest 
last Oct. 18 at the Panama 
City, Fla., airport, where Air 
Force intelligence agents testi- 
fied he was preparing to board 
a plane for Mexico City with 
five classified documents in his 
attache case. 


'Rider' to end the war 
heads for Senate vote 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


rider ordering U.S. forces out 
of the Indochina war this year 
headed for a House vote today 
with some leaders saying it 
could carry a military foreign- 
aid bill to defeat. 


Leaders on both sides of the 


war issue predicted the man- 
date to pull U.S. forces out of 
Indochina in return for release 
of American prisoners and a 
limited cease-fire would be nar- 
rowly rejected. 


Some, including Speaker Carl 


Albert and Republican Leader 
Gerald R. Ford, said a |2.1-bil- 
lion military foreign-aid bill 
could be voted down if the war- 
pullout mandate stays in it. Al- 
bert said he feared the bill 
could be rejected regardless. 


But House Foreign Affairs 


Committee Chairman Thomas 
E. Morgan, D-Pa., said: 


"They'd better take this one 


if they want any foreign-aid 
bill. This is the swan song as 
far as I am concerned." 


The Senate already has re- 


jected President Nixon's for- 
eign military-aid requests. Mor- 
gan indicated that if the House 
did the same, foreign aid would 
not be dead but would be con- 
tinued on an interim basis. 


The 
war-pullout 
directive 


originally carried a deadline of 
Oct. 1 before House antiwar 
forces changed it to Dec. 31 to 
carry it past the November 
elections and give Nixon a long- 
er period to withdraw the 
troops. 


The directive would order all 


U.S. military forces in or over 
Indochina withdrawn so long as 
American prisoners were re- 
turned, GIs missing in enemy 
territory were accounted for 
and a cease-fire was estab- 
lished. The only 
exception 


would be for protection of with- 
drawing forces. 


The mandate would carry the 


force of law but not cut off 
money for the war as would 
have a measure approved by 
the Senate.

Both games are on the 
road. 


Paul Warfield and Marlin 


Briscoe, obtained from Buffalo 
in a trade, give Shula a potent 
set of wide receivers to act as 
targets for quarterback Bob 
Griese, voted the best in the 
NFL last season. 


The running game will con- 


tinue to be bruising with Larry 
Csonka and Jim Kiick, but 
Shula hopes to mold a "three- 


back offense," shuffling fleet 
Mercury Morris into the lineup. 


The No. 1 objective of train- 


ing camp is to strengthen the 
Dolphins' defense against the 
rush, especially since the Cow- 
boys ran for big chunks of 
yardage in the Super Bowl. 


Rookie Mike Radish, the No. 


1 draft choice from Notre 
Dune, got a late start due to 
participation with the College 
All-stars, but Shula ha* high 
hopes for the 265-pounder. 


Tackle Manny Fernandez and 


end Bill Standfill are Miami's 
best pass rushers and the front 
four's quarterback sack total 
increased from 19 to 34 last 
fall. The other positions on the 
line are open, with a half-dozen 
aspirants fighting for them. 


"One area that continues to 


please me is our secondary," 
said Shula. "They have been to- 


gether our new players," and 
the maturity is evident." 


"Great defensive teams are 


usually built over a period of 
years," Shula said. "Look at 
the Cowboys. They've become a 
family that has hardly changed 
in six or eight years. It's more 
important on defense than of- 
fense to have worked as a unit 
for a long time." 


Shula admits there is more of 


acttprtifessional air" at the Dol- 
phins training camp. 


"It's a sense of knowing what 


you're supposed to accomplish 
and doing it ... without being 
told," he said.

Some state

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Some 


7,120 Arkansas employes were 
underpaid by $1.5 million dur- 
ing fiscal year 1971-72, accord- 
ing to the U. S. Labor Depart- 
ment's Wage and Hour Division 
here. 


Bill D. Guse of Little Rock, 


area division director, said all 
the workers now were being 
paid minimum wage and over- 
time, although litigation to re- 
cover back wages was pending 
in federal court. 


Infractions of federal labor 


laws were found in "a multi- 
tude of different factories, re- 
tail stores and financial in- 
stitutions," Guse said. 


Federal law requires that all 


nonexempt employes be paid a 
minimum of $1.60 per hour and 
at least time and a half for 
anything over 40 hours. 


Unpaid overtime under the 


federal law amounted to $591,- 
208 and minimum wages due 
amounted to $712,966, Guse 
said. 


Guse said that in most cases 


the employers accepted the di- 
vision's findings. 


However, litigation resuled in 


$200,000 in back pay and over- 
time being paid to female 
workers at the Daisy Air Rifle 
plant at Rogers and $170,000 to 
female employes of American 
Can Co. at Fort Smith. Both 
suits alleged employers' viola- 
tions of the Equal Pay Act.

They don't tell about the hard 


crab industry in Maryland 
where crabbers are catching 
more shellfish than ever, but 
can't sell them because of 
health department reports that 
raw sewage was washed into 
Chesapeake Bay by the storm. 


They don't tell about the 


Lemmerman Farm Market in 
Wyckoff, N.J., which, for the 
first time in 33 years of oper- 
ation, ran out of corn by 11 
a.m. on Sunday morning — a 
big sales day — because floods 
had ruined the crops. 


And they don't tell about the 


Branch! family of Kingston, Pa. 
Water filled the first floor of 
their house, warping every door 
and window and wiping out all 
the furnishings. 


In most areas, the most criti- 


cal problems are finding hous- 
ing for the homeless and re- 
pairing damaged streets and 
other city facilities. 


In Virginia, where 12 persons 


died and one is missing, Agnes 
caused damage totalling $167,- 
491,300 in 59 of the state's 96 
counties. "As far as we can de- 
termine, it was the state's 
worst flooding in terms of de- 
struction, cost and water level 
— just about everything," said 
James Bradley of the Office of 
Civil Defense. 


Ninety-six houses were de- 


stroyed; 1,346 suffered major 
damage; and 4,638 suffered mi- 
nor damage. The total bill: al- 
most $29 million. 


Six hundred miles of inter- 


state, primary and secondary 


roads and 130 bridges were de- 
stroyed or damaged. The total 
bill: $13 million. 


In New York State, where 24 


counties were flooded, private 
property losses are estimated 
at more than $400 million, pub- 
lic property losses at $221 mil- 
lion and agricultural losses at 
$84 million. 


The Small Business Adminis- 


tration said that 19,122 homes 
and 1,723 businesses were de- 
stroyed or damaged in the sev- 
en hardest-hit counties. 


Maryland officials won't even 


put a price tag on the damage 
yet. But the federal govern- 
ment alone is committed to 
spending $83 million for clean- 
ing up the debris, repairing 
roads and bridges, fixing utili- 
ties, 
rebuilding 
damaged 


schools and making low-interest 
loans to home*dwners. 


In Ellicott City, Md., some 


entrepreneurs are giving tours 
of flood areas at 50 cents a 
head with profits going to 
storm victims. The tour in- 
cludes hollow stores on West 
Main Street, condemned busi- 
nesses and a walk through one 
building with holes in the floor. 


Officials in Pennsylvania put 


the total flood damage at $2.5 
billion. That includes 68,000 
homes and nearly 3,000 small 
businesses destroyed or dam- 
aged. Crop damage, soil ero- 
sion and loss of livestock, farm 
buildings and machinery is fig- 
ured at $270 million. 


The clean-up efforts haven't 


been without problems, the lat- 
est of which occurred Wednes- 


day with a three-sided shouting 
match in Wilkes-Barre, Pa., in- 
volving HUD Secretary George 
Romney, Gov. Milton J. Schapp 
and a crowd of flood victims. 


The Democratic governor re- 


newed his request for the feder- 
al government to pay off the 
old mortgages of families suf- 
fering 
heavy 
losses 
from 


Agnes. 


Romney called Schapp's plan 


"unrealistic and demogogic" 
and said the governor was in- 
jecting political issues into the 
problem of flood recovery. 


Min Matheson, head of the lo- 


cal Flood Victims Action Coun- 
cil, then pushed a picture of a 
devestated area in Romney's 
face and shouted: "You don't 
give a damn whether we live or 
die!"

iel EUaberg and Anthony Ruaso 
aay they will use the time from 
their postponed Pentagon Pa- 
pers trial to make antiwar 
speeches and campaign against 
President Nixon. 


"This administration is a 


menace to the rights of Ameri- 
can citizens," said EUsberg. He 
accused the government of "us- 
ing the charges in this case to 
frighten other citizens out of re- 
vealing what they know about 
government lies, deception and 
criminal behavior." 


EUsberg, 41, and Russo, 35, 


former Rand Corp. researchers 
on government projects, are 
charged with espionage, con- 
spiracy and theft in connection 
with the leak to news media of 
the top secret Pentagon Papers 
detailing origins of the Vietnam 
war. 


The trial was halted before 


opening arguments by a wire- 
tap dispute after Jurors had al-' 
ready been sworn in. The U.S. 
Supreme Court has given de- 
fense attorneys time to file pe- 
titions for a high court hearing 
on the matter and probably 
won't rule on that until the Jus- 
tices reconvene in October. 


The issue involves the gov- 


ernment's refusal to disclose 
logs of a wiretapped conversa- 
tion in which a defense attor- 
ney or consultant was overhead 
talking to a person unconnected 
with the trial. 


U.S. District Court Judge 


Matt Byrne, who summoned ju- 
rors to his court Wednesday, 
told the 12 regular jurors and 
six alternates to remain on call 
indefinitely. 


Byrne told them they would 


be summoned to court again in 
October, either for the trial's 
resumption or further instruc- 
tions. Attorneys in the case say 
this may be the first time in 
legal history a sworn jury is 
being left in limbo for such an 
extended period. —«- 


At a news conference follow- 


ing the court session, Ellsberg 
and 
Russo revealed 
their 


speaking plans. 


"I will be working as hard as 


1 can to end Uiu war and work- 
ing against the election of Pres- 
ident Nixon, whom I consider a 
criminal and an outlaw," Russo 
said. 


Ellsberg, whose contract as a 


researcher at Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology expired 
June 30, said, "I'm now free 
full time to talk to anybody 
who will listen to me about the 
fact that the war goes on ... 
The survival of the Vietnamese 
people depends on Richard Nix- 
on not being elected for another 
term."
